Dr. Laoket was 
indicted for committing assault and battery on 
an inmate. Superintendent Board is charged 
with padding payrolls and with keeping a dead 
man on the rolls for several months, while the 
Commissioners are indicted for selling supplies 
to the Institution. All are charged with pre- 
senting to State Senator Gus W. Kicbakdson 
two heifers belonging to the state, in return for 
his efforts in securing from the last General 
Assembly the *7.'i.tt(»u aj)j)rnpriation for the 
Western Asylum. This last charge is admitted 
to he true. Senator Richardson was .-i member 
of the Senate Committee that visited the Asy- 
lum and recommended the appropriation. A 
nice nest of "grafters," to be sure!
